The  University  of  Lowell’s 
Residence  Life  Program  has 
started  off  another  ambitious  year 
w  ith  a  fury .  Besides  opening  two 
nett  buildings  and  increasing  oc- 
j-pancv  over  the  2000  student 
mark,  the  Residence  Life  Pro¬ 
gram  has  organized  its  first  ever 
Re^iential  Orientation  Program 
ROPi  for  new  students. 

The  ROP  program  began  on 
Saturday,  September  5th,  as  over 
“00  freshmen  and  new  students 
checked  into  rooms  across  the 
campus. 

Later  that  evening,  a  hyponist 
entertained  the  students  in  the  Fox 
Dining  Hall.  Students  were 
mesmerized  and  mystified  by  the 
hypnotist’s  magic. 

On  Sunday,  the  students  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  meet  their 
floormates  and  participate  in  a 
series  of  events  designed  to  help 
them  develop  friendships.

students. 

ROP  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  Residence  Life’s  plans  to 
improve  the  quality  of  on-campus 
living. 

Some  of  these  changes  are 
physical,  with  more  students  than 
ever  living  in  the  residence  halls, 
improvements  needed  to  be  made 
to  existing  rooms.  Other  changes 
like  the  ROP  weekend  are  social¬ 
ly  oriented. 

This  year’s  program,  which 
was  only  two  days  long,  seems  to 
be  a  very  successful  way  to  start 
off  the  year.  Members  of  the 
Residence  Life  staff  are  already 
making  plans  for  the  future 
development  of  this  program. 

U. Lowell  Alumnist  and  toga 
party  disc  jockey  Steve  Snyder 
said,  “I’ve  been  around  Lowell 
for  five  years  and  have  never  seen 
a  campus  party  where  so  many 
enjoyed  themselves  so  much.” 

These  sentiments  were  repeated 
by  various  members  of  the  Office 
of  Residence  Life  who  were 


ecstatic  about  the  turnout  and  the 
behavior  of  the  students.  The 
Director  of  Residence  Life,  Larry 
Siegel,  has  promised  more  such 
programs  in  the  future  as  the 
Residence  Life  staff  and  ROP 
continue  to  grow.

rCampus  Shakedown 


Composer  Debussy 
unveiled  on  South

In  a  ceremony  rushed  by 
the  threat  of  rain  last  Friday 
evening,  the  Music  Depart¬ 
ment  presented  the 
mysteriously  shrouded 
statue  in  the  middle  of  the 
South  Campus  Quadrangle. 

The  statue,  executed  by 
the  nationally  known 
sculptor  Mico  Kaufman, 
portrays  Claude  Debussy  in 
what  Kaufman  describes  as 
a  “pedestrian  idea  of  an  at¬ 
titude.  . .  resting  serenely  on 
his  cane.” 

In  his  main  address, 
University  President  Hogan 


thanked  the  sculptor  and  all 
involved  with  the  project, 
noting  that  the  university  is 
somewhat  bare  of  statues. 

Dr.  Jacqueline  Charette 
of  the  Music  Department 
received  special  recogni¬ 
tion  for  her  efforts,  without 
which  “the  idea  of  the 
statue  would  remain  only 
an  idea.” 

President  Hogan  also 
promised  that  the  statue 
“would  be  used  for  self 
reflection  and  thought,”  by 
the  students  who  study  on 
South  Campus. 


For  incoming  freshmen. 
ULowell  can  seem  large  and 
unyielding.  Buildings  on  two  dif¬ 
ferent  campuses  only  compound 
the  mysteries  of  “Where  is  my 
Calculus  class,  where  is  there  a 
parking  spot,  where  is  a  place  to 
eat?”  To  help  freshman  better 
navigate  ULowell,  the  Freshman 
Year  Program  coordinated  a  cam¬ 
pus  shakedown  during  Freshman 
’87  Orientation.  The  Shakedown 


involved  a  competition  between 
groups  of  students  who  were 
challenged  to  gather  sets  of  clues 
hidden  on  South  Campus.  Prizes, 
donated  by  various  offices  and 
departments,  were  given  to  win¬ 
ning  groups.

it  wasn’t  books  they  were  focus¬ 
ed  on,  they  were  concentrating  on 
hypnotist  John  Sacco,  who  pro¬ 
vided  an  unforgettable  night  of 
entertainment  during  the  new 
freshmen  orientation  program. 
Sacco  took  six  new  students  and 
residence  advisors  on  a  magical 
mystery  tour  of  their  own  minds 
by  quickly  putting  them  into  deep 
trances  and  having  them  act  out 
his  offbeat  suggestions. 

The  audience  howled  as  the 
volunteer  subjects  were  led 
through  an  hour  of  uninhibited 
antics  and  convincing  demonstra¬ 
tions  of  mind  over  matter.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  show  the  subjects  could  be 
seen  talking  with  Martians,  or  en¬ 
thusiastically  cheering  on  the 
ponies  at  a  racetrack  only  they 
could  see.  One  person  was  turn¬ 
ed  into  piece  of  wood  and  stret¬ 
ched  across  two  chairs,  supported 
only  by  his  head  and  feet.  Sacco’s 
show  is  an  impressive  display  in 
itself,  but  it’s  major  emphasis  is 
humorous.

M.I.A.  flag  will  be  raised  here  at 
the  University  of  Lowell.

Society  for  the  Study 
of  Women  Philosphers 


An  organizational  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  a  Society  for 
the  Study  of  Women  Philosophers 
will  be  held  in  New  York  at  the 
December  1987  meeting  of  the 
American  Philosophical  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  following  is  a  tentative  and 
preliminary  statement  of  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Society: 

The  first  purpose  of  the  Society 
for  the  Study  of  Women 
Philosophers  is  to  create  and  sus¬ 
tain  a  "Republic  of  Letters,”  in 
which  women  are  both  citizens  and 
sovereigns.  To  that  end,  we  shall 
commemorate  women 

philosophers  of  the  past  as  well  as 
of  the  present  by  engaging  their 
texts,  whether  critically  or  ap¬ 
preciatively,  in  a  dialogical  inter¬ 
change.  In  this  way,  both  we  and 
our  sisters  from  the  past  can  also 
become  interlocutors  for  our  sisters 
in  the  future. 

The  second  purpose  of  the 
Society  is  to  examine  the  nature  of 
philosophy,  specifically  in  light  of 
women’s  contributions  to  the 


discipline.  Thus,  papers  are 
welcome  which  reflect  upon  the 
methodology  and  style  of  women 
philosophers  themselves,  or  which 
compare  the  texts  of  women  with 
those  of  men. 

Furthermore,  since  philosophical 
method  can  be  distinguished  from 
philosophical  understanding,  it  is 
possible  that  philosophical 
understanding  may  be  reached  in 
a  variety  of  ways  not  usually  con¬ 
sidered  strictly  philosophical.  The 
Society,  therefore,  will  also  explore 
the  nature  of  philosophy  by  com¬ 
paring  texts  that  have  traditionally 
been  defined  as  strictly 
philosophical  with  those,  especial¬ 
ly  by  women,  which  have  been 
considered  marginal  to  the 
discipline,  e.g.,  mystical,  poetical, 
fictional  or  autobiographical  texts. 
We  thus  hope  to  enlarge  and 
enrich  the  resources  of  everyone 
who  is  concerned  with  the  central 
and  most  basic  questions  of 
human  life. 

The  discussion  and  emendation 
of  this  statement,  along  with  the 
drafting  of  a  constitution  and  the 
election  of  a  Board  of  Officers,  will 
take  place  at  the  December 
meeting.  The  Society  is  to  be  open 
to  women  and  men  from  all 
disciplines.  Anyone  who  would  like 
to  become  a  member  please  con¬ 
tact:  Veda  Cobb-Stevens,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Philosophy,  University  of 
Lowell,  Lowell.

Let  us  not  be  deceived  by  the  cloud  of  falsehoods, 
misunderstanding,  and  half-truths  fogging  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  the  University  of  Lowell.  The  kernel 
of  truth  surrounding  the  banning  of  the  Greeks  has 
become  smaller  and  smaller  as  it  was  passed  from 
the  Administration  to  the  students  and  from  student 
to  student. 

The  fabric  of  truth  the  Trustees  used  to  justify 
the  removal  of  recognition  was  threadbare  at  best. 
The  facts  supporting  action  versus  Pi  Lambda  Phi 
were  strong  and  uncontestable,  but  the  board 
overstepped  the  boundary  from  justification  to  un¬ 
founded  persecution  when  they  dealt  with  the  other 
Greek  houses.  They  rationalized  their  persecution 
on  two  shakey  principles.  The  alledged  problems 
with  the  Greeks,  and  their  lack  of  involvement.

The  administration  and  now  Tom  Kershaw,  editor  in  chief  of  the 
Connector  seem  adamant  in  pointing  fingers  at  the  fraternities  and 
citing  all  the  terrible  things  that  they  have  done.

I’m  sure  the  university  would  not  fire  every 
professor  in  the  school.  Give  the  fraternites  due  process. 

The  administration  makes  quick  note  of  the  fact  that  the  members 
of  the  fraternities  and  sororities  make  up  only  a  small  percentage  of 
the  overall  student  body,  but  that  small  percentage  is  perhaps  the  most 
active  percentage  of  students  on  campus.  They  create,  organize,  plan, 
and  follow  up  virtually  any  event  that  has  taken  place  on  or  around 
the  university.

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Welcome!  The  Student  Health  Service 
Staff  hope  you  find  your  studies  produc¬ 
tive  and  rewarding.  Much  of  your  educa¬ 
tion  however,  will  be  outside  the 
classrooms  as  you  learn  about  yourself, 
your  health  and  your  environment.  For 
many,  it  will  be  the  first  time  to  make  deci¬ 
sions  on  health  matters;  such  as  whether 
to  self  treat  or  see  a  health  care  provider 
for  an  illness.  The  Health  staff  will  be 
available  to  help  you  make  your  decision 
or  provide  medical  and/or  nursing 
assistance. 

The  following  information  is  given  to 
assist  you  in  knowing  your  Student  health 
Services. 

1.  Who  is  eligible  for  service? 

All  undergraduate  and  graduate  students 

2.  Are  there  any  Health  Service  re¬ 
quirements? 

Yes.  All  students,  as  part  of  the  condition 
of  admission,  are  required  to  have  on  file, 
a  completed  medical  history  and  physical 
exam  form,  evidence  of  a  Mantoux  Tuber¬ 
culin  test,  and  evidence  of  completed  up- 
to  date  immunizations. 

3.  What  is  the  result  of  failinng  to  file  re¬ 
quired  health  forms? 

Failure  to  file  health  forms  can  interrupt 
your  care  &  education.  M.G.L.  Chap.  72 
requires  that  students  file  their  up-date  im¬ 
munization  record  with  the  health  school 
or  be  suspended  until  the  requirement  is 
complete.  In  the  majority  of  col¬ 
leges/university,  failure  to  file  all  health 
forms,  results  in  inability  to  use  the  Health 
Services,  holding  back  grades  and/or 
suspension. 

4.  Where  is  the  Student  health  Service 
located? 

There  are  two  S.H.S.  Offices.  The 
North  Campus  office  is  located  in  the  white 
house  at  30  Standish  Street,  behind  Alum- 
ni/Lydon  Library. 

The  South  Campus  office  is  located  in 
the  S.U.B.,  second  floor  across  the 
elevator. 


5.  Who  Staffs  the  Health  Service? 

Each  office  has  a  full  time  Registered 

Nurse.  There  are  also  two  Nurse  Practi¬ 
tioners  who  divide  their  time  between  both 
campuses.  Physicians  are  available  by  ap¬ 
pointment  on  the  North  Campus  on  Tues¬ 
day  and  Wednesday  afternoons. 

The  nurses  are  experienced  in  out¬ 
patient  care  and  are  able  to  handle  most 
health  problems,  if  necessary,  however, 
they  will  refer  patients  to  the  physician  or 
in  more  serious  cases  refer  to  one  of  the 
three  local  hospitals. 

6.  What  are  the  hours  the  S.H.S.  is 
opened? 

The  S.H.S.  is  open  from  8  am  to  4:30 
pm.  Monday  through  Friday.  Walk-in  ser¬ 
vices  are  provided,  however  an  appoint¬ 
ment  is  required  to  see  the  physician  or  the 
GYN  nurse  practitioner. 

7.  How  do  we  receive  medical  attention 
after  4:30  pm  and  on  weekends? 

When  the  Health  Service  is  closed  and 
you  need  EMERGENCY  medical  treat¬ 
ment  go  to  the  hospital  emergency  room. 
St.  Jsoeph  Hospital,  220  Pawtucket  Street, 
453-1761;  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Hospital 
Drive,  458-1411;  Lowell  General 
Hospital,  295  Varnum  Ave.,  937-6000. 

if  you  do  not  have  an  emergency  but  are 
ill  and  will  have  to  decide  if  the  condition 
can  wait  until  the  S.H.S.  opens  or  go  to 
one  of  the  Walk-In  Clinics  located  in 
Lowell. 

8.  What  is  the  fee  for  Health  Care? 

There  is  no  SHS  fee  and  the  care  receiv¬ 
ed  on  campus  is  free.  However  the  student 
is  responsible  for  any  diagnostic  test  fees, 
prescription  fees  or  fees  for  medical  care 
received  off  campus. 

9.  Does  the  school  offer  health  insurance 
to  students? 

Yes.  All  students  have  accident  in¬ 
surance.  which  will  cover  up  to  SI  .000.00 
expense  for  each  accident.  This  policy 
covers  student  on  or  off  campus,  24

It  will  be  a  young  team  that 
takes  the  field  this  season  as  the 
University  of  Lowell  Chiefs 
begin  their  eighth  varsity  cam¬ 
paign  and  inaugural  season  in  the 
New  England  Football  Con¬ 
ference.  head  coach  Dennis  Scan- 
nell  has  just  21  lettermen  back 
from  last  year’s  2-7  team  that 
with  a  few  breaks  could  have 
been  5-4. 

The  staff  has  its  work  cut  out 
for  itself  as  every  area  on  both 
sides  of  the  line  of  scrimmage 
needs  to  be  rebuilt.  Scannell  has 
a  bright  spot  at  quarterback  where 
junior  Gary  Giordano  (Saugus, 
MA)  and  sophomore  Rob 
Ay  1  ward  (Tewksbury,  MA)  will 
battle.  Experience  will  be  limited 
and  any  depth  will  have  to  come 
from  first-year  players  and 
freshmen.  Injuries  could  play  a 
major  role  in  the  Chiefs  season  if 
front  line  veterans  go  down. 

The  offensive  line  will  have  to 
be  entirely  rebuilt  after  losing 
four  of  the  six  starters  (including 
tight  end).  Junior  tackle  John 
Schena  (6-0,  256;  Everett,  MA) 
is  back  along  with  senior  guard 
Nick  Mastrocola  (6-0,  209; 
Everett,  MA)  and  sophomore 
guard  Dave  Michelson  (6-0,  208; 
Milford,  MA)  who  split  time  at 
one  position  last  year.  Sophomore 
Bob  Manning  (6-1,  217;  An¬ 
dover,  MA)  a  reserve  center  and 
special  teams  player  last  season, 
is  the  only  experienced  center  in 
camp.  The  Chiefs  suffered  a  big 
loss  at  tight  end  when  senior  Matt 
Fionda  (6-2,  220;  Stoneham, 
MA)  hurt  his  knee  over  the  sum¬ 
mer.  Senior  tri-captain  Jeff  Vec- 
chi  (6-0,  181;  Tewksbury,  MA), 
a  quarterback  last  year,  and 
junior  Gerry  Sullivan  (6-0,  184; 
Wilmington,  MA),  formerly  a 
linebacker,  are  working  at  the 
tight  end  position. 

The  ground  game  will  center 
again  on  Mogauro  who  led  the 
squad  with  779  yards  on  184  car¬ 
ries.  The  5-10,  182-pound 
tailback  has  breakaway  speed  that 
makes  him  a  threat  to  go  the 
distance  anytime  he  handles  the 
ball  either  running  or  receiving. 
Senior  Scott  Bedell 
(Newburyport,  MA)  is  back  a 
fullback  where  he  did  a  very 
credible  blocking  job  last  season. 

UL’s  ground  attack  averaged 
just  2.4  yards  per  carry  and  99.7 
yards  per  game  last  season  runn¬ 
ing  behind  a  more  experienced 
line.  This  year’s  production  will 
be  determined  by  how  fast  the  of¬ 
fensive  line  can  come  together  as 
a  unit. 

On  defense,  the  Chiefs  do  not 
project  to  have  a  great  deal  of  size 
in  the  defensive  line  or  at 
linebacker,  but  plenty  of  speed. 
Senior  tri-captain  Mickey  Sim¬ 
mons  (Tolland,  CT)  is  the  largest 
of  the  four  returning  front  four 
players  at  6-2,  205.  Simmons  is 
the  only  regular  back  from  last 


season.  Sophomore  Jim  Antonelli 
(6-0,  195;  Westford,  MA),  junior 
Ken  Long  (6-1,  190;  Andover, 
MA),  and  sophomore  Bob  Wright 
(5-11,  176;  Melrose,  MA)  also 
return.  The  interior  tackle  jobs 
are  wide  open  and  a  number  of 
different  players  could  see  action 
at  those  slots. 

Linebacker  projected  to  be  one 
of  the  Chiefs  strongest  areas  prior 
to  preseason  camp,  but  the  loss  of 
veterans  Andy  Roy  and  Eric 
Ramstrom  will  hurt.  Sophomore 
Bob  Stabile  (Andover,  MA)  and 
junior  Tim  Donohoe  (Westford, 
MA)  could  be  two  of  the  better 


linebackers  in  the  NEFC  this 
year.  Donohoe  led  the  team  in 
tackles  (85  with  two  sacks)  and 
Stabile  was  second  (83  with  2.5 
sacks).  Senior  Rick  Floramo 
(Everett,  MA)  and  junior  Dave 
Bednarek  (Holden,  MA)  saw 
plenty  of  action  last  year  and  will 
be  counted  on  this  season. 

The  kicking  game  could  prove 
to  be  a  real  problem  area  as  Scan¬ 
nell  must  replace  punter  Kevin 
Fontes  (34.6  yards  per  punt)  and 
placekicker  John  Vincent.  The 
Chiefs  must  find  two  quality  peo¬ 
ple  to  handle  these  important  jobs 
from  among  the  returnees  and 
newcomers.

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1987  Field  Hockey  Outlook 


Winning  eight  of  the  final  nine 
games  last  season  to  finish  9-5-2,  the 
University  of  Lowell  Chiefs  field 
hockey  team  should  be  in  for  another 
fine  campaign  this  year  with  nine 
starters  and  12  letterpersons  return¬ 
ing.  Head  coach  Barbara  Gosselin, 
now  in  her  second  season,  has  filled 
the  only  major  vacancy  left  by 
graduation  and  has  a  team  that  is  ex¬ 
tremely  versatile. 

UL  lost  forward  Donna  Tully, 
reserve  link  Chris  Heigh  and  goalie 
Kim  Furlong  to  graduation  and 
sophomore  Sue  Lastinger  did  not 
return  this  year.  Tully  netted  four 
goals  and  four  assists  to  be  the  second 
leading  scorer  while  Furlong,  who 
had  never  played  collegiate  field 
hockey,  posted  a  1.14  goals  against 
average  and  six  shutouts. 

This  year’s  schedule  will  be  the 
toughest  in  school  history  for  the 
Chiefs.  ULowell,  which  is  classified 
as  an  NCAA  Division  Two  program 
that  participates  in  the  Division  One 
championship,  will  face  ten  Division 
One  clubs.  Gosselin's  club  went 
3-3-2  last  year  against  Division  One 
teams  and  all  three  losses  were  by  one 
goal.  She  feels  the  team  this  year  will 
hold  its  own  and  is  very  capable  of 
competing  on  a  Division  One  level. 

Up  front,  senior  tri-captain  Theresa 
Viau  (Fitchburg,  MA),  last  year’s 
leading  scorer  with  two  goals  and 
eight  assists,  junior  Gail  Connally 
(South  Hamilton,  MA)  who  led  the 
team  in  goals  scored  with  seven,  and 
sophomores  Donna  Gendron 
(Somerset,  MA)  and  Renee 
Chouinard  (Tyngsboro,  MA)  all 
return. 

The  four  combined  to  score  16  of 
the  team’s  30  goals  last  season  and 
will  be  counted  on  to  provide  a 
balanced  attack  again  this  season.  All 
are  definite  scoring  threats  which  will 
keep  teams  from  concentrating  on 
stopping  one  or  two  players.  It  is  a 
good  blend  of  youth  and  experience 
and  all  are  smart,  skilled,  fast  and 


very  agressive  around  the  goal. 

At  the  link  positions,  Gosselin  has 
three  veteran  players  in  senior  tri¬ 
captains  Sharon  Scott  (Littleton,  MA) 
and  Kathy  Lyons  (Marlboro,  MA) 
and  sophomore  Lisa  MacKenzie 
(Walpole,  MA).  Lyons  tied  with  Tul¬ 
ly,  now  an  assistant  coach,  for  second 
place  in  scoring  with  eight  points  on 
three  goals  and  five  assists.  Scott, 
who  scored  two  goals  and  two  assists 
last  season  while  playing  middle 
halfback,  is  moving  forward  to  the 
link  position  and  should  score  more. 
MacKenzie  notched  four  goals  in  her 
freshman  season  and  has  looked  very 
good  in  preseason  according  to 
Gosselin. 

On  paper,  it  would  appear  there  is 
no  depth  at  the  link  position,  but 
Gosselin  is  very  deep  at  halfback  and 
a  number  of  her  defenders  who  can 
move  forward  to  link  with  no  ap¬ 
preciable  loss  of  effectiveness. 

Across  the  back  line,  three-year 
starter  Nancy  Alexander  (Woburn, 
MA)  returns  at  sleeper  along  with 
junior  Kathy  Zaino  (Melrose,  MA) 
at  one  halfback  spot.  Freshmen  Sara 
Nicolosi  (Mattapoisett,  MA),junior 


Barbara  Chouinard(Tyngsboro, 
MA),  and  seniors  Anna  Prairie 
(Nashua,  NH),  Loretta  Girard 
(Groveland,  MA)  and  Cathie  Dumont 
(Tyngsboro,  MA)  will  battle  for  the 
two  remaining  halfback  positions. 
Girard  and  Dumont  saw  action  in  1 1 
and  10  games  respectively  last  year 
while  Prarie  was  limited  to  three 
games  due  to  a  problem  knee  that  is 
now  healthy. 

A  big  question  mark  facing 
Gosselin  at  the  end  of  last  season  was 
could  she  recruit  a  goalie  to  replace 
fifth-year  senior  Kim  Furlong.  She 
landed  freshman  Stacey  Marotta 
(Saugus,  MA)  who  has  looked  very 
good  in  the  early  workouts.  Gosselin 
reports  Marotta  has  good  instincts 
and  quick  feet  and  should  adjust  to 
college  level  play  quickly. 

The  main  goals  for  this  year’s  team 
according  to  the  second-year  coach 
will  be  to  play  consistently 
throughout  the  entire  season  and  earn 
some  respect  as  a  Division  One  com¬ 
petitor.  She  feels  the  ingredients  are 
there  to  do  that  and  play  better  against 
the  Division  One  schools  than  last 
season’s  .500  record.

hrs./day.  7  days  a  week,  and  is  in  effect  from  September  1  to  August  31. 

In  addition  health  insurance  is  available  and  is  optional.lt  costs  $120.00 
per  year  and  extends  coverage  up  to  $10,000.00  per  illness. 

Claim  forms  and  or  application  forms  may  be  obtained  at  either  SHS. 
An  insurance  agent  is  available  the  last  Friday  of  each  month  to  assist  with 
any  problems. 

10.  What  type  of  services  are  offered  at  the  SHS? 

Services  include:  Allergy  injections,  blood  pressure  monitoring,  family  plan¬ 
ning  and  gynecological  service  (appointment  needed.  On  North  call  ext.  2280. 
On  South  call  ext  2463.),  Mantoux  TB  testing.  Treatment  of  episodic  illness 
such  as  colds,  sore  throat,  sprains,  vaginitis  etc.,  pregnancy  testing,  laboratory 
work  (some  are  done  on  site,  some  are  sent  to  off  site  labs  for  processing). 

1 1 .  Does  the  SHS  provide  excuses  for  students  who  miss  classes  or  exams? 
We  believe  it  is  our  responsibility  to  treat  and  advise  students  on  measures 

to  best  care  for  their  illnesses.  As  adults,  it  is  then  the  responsibility  of  the 
student  and  professor  to  re-arrange  dates  to  best  meet  both  their  needs.  If, 
for  medical  reasons,  a  student  will  have  to  miss  a  block  of  time  (one  week 
or  more)  or  is  in  some  way  incapacitated  from  performing  his  work,  the  Dean 
of  Students  will  be  notified.  He  in  turn  will  notify  your  professors. 

12.  Does  the  SHS  handle  referals  to  specialists,  dentist  or  opthamologists? 
Yes.  by  calling  or  stopping  by  the  Health  Service  you  will  be  given  the 

names  of  dentist  &  opthamologist  in  the  community.  For  situations  that  can¬ 
not  be  handled  by  the  SHS  physician,  referral  to  other  physician  will  be  made 
by  the  SHS  staff,  in  such  referrals  the  student  assumes  responsibility  for  all 
medical  costs  incurred.
